STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The most pertinent prior art known to the Examiner is listed on the attached forms PTO- 
892 and 1449. As shown by Zhou et al, Kitzke et al. and Tuominen et al., the close prior arts of 
record, hard surface treating compositions with antimicrobial properties are well-known. 
However, none of the prior art of record including Zhou et al, Kitzke et al. and Tuominen et al. 
provides sufficient suggestion or motivation to arrive at a composition that consists of ethanol or 
ethanol/isopropanol in the claimed amounts and precludes any quaternary ammonium based 
surfactants as required in the present claims. It is noted that the cited references teach the 
quaternary ammonium component as being critical to the composition. Accordingly, the claimed 
invention, as a whole, would not have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the chemical art. 
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None of the prior art of record teaches, discloses or suggests a composition with the specific 
components and loadings and excluding the specific surfactants in the manner as those recited 
the present claims.
